On the nights of October 
27" through October 30" the 
theatre in the Administration 
building played host to thrilling 
scares and chills as the fall 
production played its run of 
show times. The aptly titled 
“Suspense Theatre” showcased 
two fairly well known radio 
plays in traditional acted form. 
The two plays, “The Hitchhiker” 
and “Sorry Wrong Number”, 
each offered the right amount of 
macabre humor, foreshadowing 
and tension up until their 
respective climaxes. 

ibe =first- part, “The 
Hitchhiker” is the story of a young 
man who goes on a road trip from 
one coastline to the other. Along 
the way he repeatedly sees a 
certain man, always looking to 
hitch a ride. The farther he drives 
the more paranoid he becomes 
with the constant appearances of 
this man who always seems to be 
one step ahead. Near the end of 
“The Hitchhiker” the atmosphere 
and tone is heightened with a 
great plume of fog that effectively 
conveys both the mystique and 
horror of the ending revelation. 

The second part, “Sorry, 
Wrong Number’ is a more 
humorous yet realistic vision. A 
bedridden woman is trying to call 
her husband on the telephone. In 
the process she accidentally taps 
into another call, one between two 
men conspiring about murder. The 
woman then attempts to report 
the crime to the local authorities, 
but her description is much too 
vague. In the end, despite all her 
efforts, murder is committed, but 
the victim is the last person she 
suspects it would be. 

It is a sad thing that 
there isn’t more interest in theatre 
at Worcester State. After last 
semester’s performance of “The 
Glass Menagerie”, which few to 
no one saw, it is understandable 
that those in charge would want 
to offer something enticing to the 
students, in these recognizable 
urban legends. The effect is that 
there is a greater element of 
understanding and realization of 
the end of each story, therefore 
the main trepidation comes from 
how or when the main characters 
will realize that everything is not 
right with their situations.

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A Man Enjoys A Beer 
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Most students are 
already aware that the alcohol 
policy at Worcester State 
College has changed. Not only do 
the rules comply with state laws 
and guidelines but the violation 
of these rules come with a harsher 
and quicker punishment. 

The most obvious 
way you can be written up for 
violating the alcohol policy on 
campus is if you are found, by 
an active Resident Assistant or 
campus police, to be consuming 
an alcoholic beverage. As stated 
in the Student Handbook, it 
informs us that, “appearing in a 
state of intoxication is prohibited 
anywhere on campus.” You can 
also get in trouble for being seen 
possessing a container that holds 
alcoholic beverages (like an 
empty beer can or shot glass) or 
if you’re “in immediate physical 
proximity (approximately three 
feet)” of such a container. 

Not only all this but 
you can get in trouble if one of 
these containers is found in the 
common area of the apartment, 
like in Chandler Village and 
Wasylean Hall, that you reside 
in. The Student Handbook makes 
it clear that if you are aware of 
drinking going on in the same 
area where you live, common 
room included, you are required 
to assert yourself, tell those 
involved that they are disobeying 
college policy, and ask them 
to stop or move their gathering 
elsewhere. If your housemates 
don’t stop drinking, you are 
essentially required to inform 
the campus police or a Resident 
Assistant of what is occurring 
in your living space. If this 
party ends up getting caught and 
you have not asserted yourself, 
you are still in danger of being 
written up even if you were not a 
participant in the illegal activity. 

The Associate Director 
in the Office of Residence Life 


Worcester State College 


and Housing, Adrian Gage, 
knows the procedure taken 
when an incident is found very 
well. “Every night the RA’s go 
on rounds, find the situations 
and fill out an incident report 
with the student’s information,” 
he said. Usually noise or a 
neighbor’s complaint draws the 
RA’s attention. RA’s then can 
follow protocol by knocking on 
the door, identifying themselves 
and coming in either by using 
their keys or by a resident within 
the suspected location. They 
can only ask to see the inside of 
the refrigerator or cabinets; they 
have no authority over those 
areas. They are also likely to take 
photographs of what they find 
and confiscate all of the alcohol. 

The papers written by 
the Resident Assistants are then 
sent to Judicial Affairs where the 
director looks overthe information 
and decides who will hear the 
case, either Residence Life or 
herself. The accused student 
receives written notification of 
charges and the date of their 
judicial hearing. Students must 
attend the hearing on the date 
stated in the letter. If they do 
not attend, the hearing is held 
without the student. The accused 
student may discuss their own 
interpretation of the events that 
took place. During the judicial 
hearing, the college officials 
and the student will attempt to 
establish an agreement regarding 
the incident. Each of the people 
involved in the apprehension and 
disregard of policy are handled 
on an individual basis and they 
are informed of what is going on 
every step of the way. 

For each of the three 
offenses that may occur, before 
you are kicked off campus, 


the sanctions are mostly 
identical regarding residents 
and commuters. For the first 
offense, both resident and 


commuter students are put on 
General Probation for a semester. 
Students also have to attend an

“alcohol education class” where 
you are required to pay the fee 
for the class. However, if you 
are under legal drinking age, 
your parental guardian will be 
notified. 

Residents who are 
caught for the second time can 
be suspended from living on 
campus for up to one academic 
year. They also have to pay a 
$50 fine. If they are caught again 
on campus they are permanently 
expelled from living on campus 
and can be suspended from taking 
classes. 

Commuters who violate 
the policy after their first offense 
are not to be permitted inside 
the residence halls for up to one 
academic year. If it’s their third 
offense they are permanently 
restricted from the residence 
halls and can face suspension 
from WSC. Because the campus 
is supposed to be alcohol and 
substance free, whether you are 
of legal drinking age or not does 
not matter. All of these conditions 
still apply to those that may have 
purchased the alcohol legally, but 
once they set foot on this campus, 
they are no longer allowed to 
have it in their possession without 
consequence. 

Unlike last semester, 
there are no 21-plus houses 
on campus. During housing 
selection last spring Res. Life did 
have the option of having those 
who were interested and fit the 
requirements apply to live in 19- 
1 and 13-1 in Chandler Village, 
the designated over 21 houses. 
“Students could apply for over 21 
only if the all the members living 
in the house were to be 21,” Gage 
explained. 

When asked about the 
volume of people being written 
up so far this year, with the 
new policies placed, Gage said, 
“some weeks there are 20 [people 
caught] while other weeks there 
is nothing at all. Weekends are 
generally more busy but that’s 
not always so.”

As if your list of things to 
think about is not already endless 
as we approach registration and 
middle of the semester activities, 
here is something more to add to 
it; avian influenza A, commonly 
known as the bird flu. If you have 
not already heard of bird flu, I 
will assume you have not turned 
on the television or picked up a 
newspaper within the last month 
or so. Kudos to you for that, but 
should you continue reading this, 
I am about to break your record of 
living in apparent solitude. 

According to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, avian influenza is 
a highly pathogenic virus among 
poultry that has been recurrent in 
Asia for nearly two years. Due to 
continuous outbreaks of the virus 
throughout the following years, 
over one hundred million birds 
died or were killed because of the 
disease. 

Now, for those of you 
thinking, it is a virus infecting 
poultry and it is not even in the 
United States, think again. Since 
the disease was linked to one 
hundred million bird deaths in 
eight different Asian countries, 
eighty nine cases have been 
confirmed in humans and of those 
eighty nine, fifty two resulted in 
death. 

Because many wild 
birds naturally carry strains of 
this influenza in their intestines 
and do not get sick, bird flu 
never posed much of a problem. 
It was not until wild birds spread 
the disease to domesticated 
birds in Asia that people 
began to understand the issue. 
Domesticated birds do not possess 
the immunity to bird flu that wild 
birds naturally have. Therefore, 
many of the domesticated birds 
that were slaughtered for human 
consumption carried the disease 
and in turn began infecting 
humans. The two most prominent 
ways bird flu is passed through 
the bird population and to 
humans is through consumption 
of infected poultry or contact 
with surfaces containing infected 
excretions from these birds. 
Human to human transmission 
has been observed, but very 
rarely happens. It is believed 
that the virus cannot be passed 
through more than one human. 

The Department of 
Public Health and Center for 
Disease Control however, feel that 
precautionary measures must still 
be taken to see that the virus does 
not make its way into the United 
States. These precautionary 
measures include but are not 
limited to, surveillance of 
travelers arriving from countries 
who have experienced infection

Problems With One Card

Unless you ~— decided 
to sleep through the entire part 
of the fall semester, you have 
probably had some interaction 
with Worcester State College’s 
new single card system aptly 
named OneCard. Students now 
have a single card that lets them 
into residential and academic 
buildings, buy food, do laundry, 
print papers, and numerous other 
tasks. 

This new system has not been 
without its setbacks though. 
“Usually, I only have time to 
do laundry late at night” says 
Sarai LaBrecque. “I went to put 
money on my OneCard through 
the website but it was down and 
the OneCard center was closed. 
Therefore, I was unable to do my 
laundry because the machines 
don’t take money. This resulted 
in me having to wear dirty 
laundry and walk around as a 
smelly Worcester State college 
student.” Students used to be 
able to pay for their laundry with 
change. With the introduction of 
OneCard, this option was taken 
away. If the system goes down, as 
it did October 15 during the State 
of Emergency that affected most 
of the region, students are unable 
to access their accounts. 

So how often does the 
one card system go down? Kaine 
Thompson, Director of Public 
Relations and Marketing at 
Worcester State College, assured 
the Student Voice that the system 
is extremely reliable. According 
to Thompson, the server for the 
OneCard system is maintained 
by Worcester State’s Information 
Technology Department. 
Thompson also says that “the 
College has a_ state-of-the-art 
server, and network and database 
security policies and procedures 
are in place to ensure that all data 
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is secure”. 

Thompson suggests that 
students prepare for the unlikely 
event that the One Card system 
is down and students can’t access 
their accounts. “Students needing 
to do laundry should deposit 
funds ahead of time”, says 
Thompson, “to ensure they will 
have the funds available when 
they choose to do laundry.” 

The OneCard also 
will not open the dorm suites 
of Wesleyan Hall and Chandler 
Village, as the previous cards did 
last semester. When questioned 
about this, a representative for 
Residential life said that this 
was due to a problem with the 
software that controls the doors. 
Over the summer, there was a 
huge turnover rate for Residential 
Life. The new employees of this 
department had to be trained on 
how to use the card entry system. 
Two representatives from Best 
Access, the company that designed 
the software that runs the system, 
came to Worcester State to train 
these new personnel. When they 
arrived, it was quickly realized 
that something had happened to 
the system over the summer and 
it was not working properly. The 
representatives from Best Access 
tried unsuccessfully to repair the 
issue. 

The card entry system is 
predicted to be down for the rest 
of the semester. Residential life 
hopes to have the system back up 
and running for the beginning of 
the Spring Semester. 

For now we must all try 
to work with the new OneCard 
system, both the good and the 
bad. Res. Life and IT are hard 
at work trying to make it easier 
to use and more beneficial to the 
entire WSC community. With 
all new systems there are bugs 
and kinks to be worked out, and 
OneCard is no exception.
